SERIOUS FIRE 
NOW BURNING

and Beekman and threatened it with 
destruction.

were ordered out of

by the New "i ork Sun. 
The build- 


ng was at that time seriously threat- 
ened by the flames. 


The fire was one of the most spec- 


tacular witnessed in the downtown 
section in many years. 
Roofs 
of 


skyscrapers wore crowded with spec- 
tators and hue;e crowds jammed the 
streets requiring all available police 
reserves in the lower part of the city 
to handle them. 


Fire department officials announc- 


ed at 2:30 that the fire was under 
control and would be confined to the 
two destroyed buildings with some 
damage to the building at 
Nassau 


and Beekman streets. 
Most of the 


tenants in th*1 Sun building stayed 
In their offices in spite of the dan- 
ger. 
It was roughly estimated that 


the damage would amount to $200,- 
000.

Large 
explosions, fire and demolitions were 
caused and the successful effects of 
the attack \vere clearly noticeable.
